To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1962  in  accordance  with  regulations 
5 (3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations  1959. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  increased  by  430  during 
the  year  to  36,000.  The  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  53,  one  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  rose,  after 
last  year’s  fall,  to  15.64  births  per  1,000  population.  There  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  last  year’s  figure,  but  the  infant 
mortality  rate  of  23.9  deaths  per  1,000  shows  a fall  from  the 
previous  year.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  stillbirth  rate 
markedly  increased  this  year,  partly  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  births. 

Relatively  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  1962. 
The  pulmonary  tuberculosis  case  incidence  fell  again  to  0.28  cases 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  During  1962  there  were  importations  of 
smallpox  by  air  and  sea  into  the  United  Kingdom,  and  on  each 
occasion  contacts  were  under  surveillance  in  the  Urban  District. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  reminded  Local  Authorities  of  the  housing  problems 
which  arise  from  gipsy  encampments  and  caravan  dwellers  who 
have  no  fixed  abode.  As  most  of  these  families  in  this  district  are 
on  unlicensed  sites  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop- 
ment Act,  1960,  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Planning 
Authority  for  a municipal  site  to  be  provided  having  proper 
facilities.  This  site  should  be  limited  to  about  20  caravans  and 
efforts  should  be  made  to  raise  the  standard  of  those  families  living 
in  temporary  structures,  and  rehouse  them  in  the  older  type  of 
cottage  in  the  district. 

Following  the  report  on  the  Conduct  of  the  Fluoridation 
Studies  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Results  Achieved  after  Five 
Years,  and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  28/62,  the  Council  con- 
sidered a report  on  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  It  was  decided  to  take  action  to  ensure  that  the 
water  supplies  serving  this  cornmunity  should  contain  approximately 
one  purt  per  million  of  fluoride.  Much  national  publicity  against 
fluoridation  has  taken  place,  but  surely  the  important  factors  are  ; 


(i)  Fluoride  is  a natural  constituent  of  most  waters,  and  the 
addition  of  fluoride  to  those  waters  which  are  naturally 
deficient,  simply  adjusts  the  content  to  the  level  needed 
for  dental  protection. 

(ii)  Artificially  fluorided  water  is  similar  in  its  action  to  that 
containing  naturally  derived  fluoride. 

(iii)  There  are  no  known  harmful  effects  from  life  long  con- 
sumption of  waters  containing  high  natural  fluoride. 

In  October  a new  Area  Health  Office  came  into  use  in 
Camborne.  The  ground  floor  provides,  maternity,  child  welfare, 
school  and  dental  clinics,  and  above  them  the  Area  Office  and  a 
nurses’  flat. 

It  was  with  considerable  shock  and  sorrow  that  news  was 
received  in  Jan.  1963  of  the  death  of  Councillor  R.  Lacey, 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  a man  devoted  to  the 
well  being  of  his  fellows,  especially  the  young  and  aged. 

Lastly,  may  I express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees,  Members 
of  the  Committees,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  for  the  work  of  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st 
December,  1962. 

The  Department  continued  to  operate  with  two  Health 
Inspectors  below  the  accepted  strength  throughout  the  year.  The 
slaughterhouse  kill  rose  to  a record  of  155,000  animals,  some  16,000 
animals  above  the  previous  year’s  kill.  This  has  inevitably  meant 
that  even  more  of  the  Inspectors’  time  has  been  taken  up  in  meat 
inspection.  It  has  been  found  difficult  to  meet  fully  our  commit- 
ments in  this  direction  during  times  of  holiday  and  sickness,  and 
this  has  meant  that  work  in  connection  with  slum  clearance  and 
house  repair  has  received  much  less  attention  than  I would  like.  By 
the  end  of  1962  the  Council  were  considering  the  staffing  of  the 
department,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  additional  staff 
have  been  appointed.  Nevertheless  the  work  of  the  department 
suffered  considerably  due  to  the  lack  of  staff  in  1962. 

The  work  on  Standard  Grants  has  progressed  steadily  during 
the  year,  although  it  has  now  become  obvious  that  landlords  are  not 
using  the  grants  available  to  improve  rented  houses.  I feel  that  the 
Government  may  well  find  it  necessary  to  include  the  five  standard 
amenities  in  the  legal  standards  of  fitness  for  all  dwellings.  The  time 
has  surely  arrived  when  the  provision  of  a bath,  handbasin  and 
running  hot  water  to  the  kitchen  sink  is  no  longer  a luxury  but  a 
necessity  to  modern  life. 

I am  indebted  to  the  following  officers  for  information  and  data 
which  are  included  under  the  Sections  “ Water  ” and  “ Housing  ” in 
the  report ; Mr.  L.  V.  Ockford,  Water  Engineer,  Camborne  Water 
Company,  Mr.  D.  H.  Phillips,  M.l.Mun.E.,  Engineer,  Surveyor  and 
Water  Engineer  to  the  Council  and  Mr.  J.  Lenten,  Housing  Officer 
to  the  Council.

2.  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 
(a)  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Urban  District  Council  of  Camborne-Redruth  was 
established  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  by  the  amalgamation  of  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Redruth  and  Camborne  together  with  parts  of 
the  parishes  of  Wendron,  lllogan  and  Gwennap  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Redruth. 

It  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  the  sea  as  its  North 
boundary.  Through  the  middle  of  the  area  and  parallel  to  the  coast 
runs  the  main  road  and  rail  connections  with  Penzance  and  Truro. 
Ribbon  development  has  taken  place  along  the  A.30  road  between 
the  townships  of  Camborne  and  Redruth.  Other  centres  of  popula- 
tion are  Portreath,  St.  Day,  Carharrack,  Lanner,  Troon  and  Beacon. 
Of  recent  years  there  has  been  industrial  development  around  Pool.

One  third  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  time  is  devoted  to 
the  Personal  Health  Services  which  are  the  function  of  No.  2 Area 
Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regula- 
tions 1953,  the  salaries  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  District  Inspectors,  are  contributed 
to  by  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(b)  Laboratory'  Facilities 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  requiring  examina- 
tion are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Cornwall 
Infirmary,  Truro.  Hereunder  is  a summary  of  the  investigations

(c)  National  Assistance  Act  1948  and  (Amendment)  Act  1951  —

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  8 old  persons,  7 females 
and  1 male,  who  were  living  alone  and  needing  assistance. 

In  three  instances  action  had  to  be  taken  to  remove  them  to 
hospital.  The  remainder  were  supervised  in  their  homes  by  the 
Nursing  Staff  and  supported  by  the  Home  Help  Service,  Meals  on 
Wheels,  relatives  and  neighbours. 
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(d)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal

The  tip  at  Treskillard  became  full  during  May,  1962,  this  tip 
was  then  closed  down  and  a new  tip  opened  at  Loscombe  Lane, 
Higher  Carnkie.  Difficulties  had  been  experienced  for  some  time 
past  in  getting  men  to  work  on  the  tip,  and  in  July  the  Council  took 
delivery  of  a mechanical  shovel  to  operate  the  tip.  The  land  selected 
at  Loscombe  Lane  was  covered  with  large  dumps  of  mine  waste, 
and  by  using  a mechanical  shovel  the  mine  wastes  are  utilised  for 
covering  material.  This  meant  that  tip  covering,  which  had  to  be 
purchased,  could  be  dispensed  with.  It  has  also  resulted  in  the  tip 
being  kept  properly  covered  at  all  times  and  the  tip  face  is  covered 
down  every  night.  As  a result,  there  has  been  a considerable 
improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the  tip.  The  tip  is  situated 
in  an  exposed  position  and  during  high  winds  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  control  loose  paper,  at  the  time  of  unloading  lorries. 
Portable  nets  are  placed  in  suitable  positions  near  the  tip  face,  but 
these  do  not  trap  all  the  paper.  The  lack  of  smells  and  flies  has  been 
most  satisfactory  since  mechanical  control  of  the  tip  has  been  used. 
The  quantities  of  household  and  trade  refuse  continues  to  increase. 
The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  using  larger  refuse  vehicles 
by  purchasing  the  third  fore  and  aft  tipper  machine  during  the  year. 
A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

(e)  Rodent  Control 

SEWER  INFESTATIONS; 

The  treatment  of  sewers  for  rat  infestation  was  carried  out  by 
test  baiting  in  the  Spring  followed  by  a maintenance  treatment,  with

Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  a function  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority 
under  Section  179  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946. 

Posters  and  leaflets  were  displayed  in  clinics,  doctors’  surgeries, 
chemists’  shops  and  on  Council  notice  boards. 

The  programme  of  talks  for  mothers  and  parents  continued  in 
the  clinics  throughout  the  year. 

The  Health  Visitor  in  charge  of  the  Redruth  Clinic  formed  a 
Health  Group  in  January  1962.  She  reports  as  follows  : — 

“The  Redruth  Health  Club  was  formed  in  January  1962.  Its 
main  aim  is  to  provide  Health  Education  for  all  over  the  age  of  18 
years. 

It  now  has  a membership  of  36,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
20,  meeting  weekly  for  discussion,  talks  or  films  on  all  aspects  of 
Health,  both  mental  and  physical.  Subjects  have  included  Child 
Care,  Handicapped  Children,  the  School  Child,  Emotional  Develop- 
ment, Diet  and  Economics. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  a team  of  Specialists 
who  have  willingly  given  up  some  of  their  free  time  to  talk  to  us. 

The  Club  was  instrumental  in  forming  the  Redruth  Branch  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association,  and  hopes  soon  to  arrange  pre- 
school play-groups  among  its  members.” 


Plastic  Materials 

The  danger  to  children  of  plastic  bags  used  as  play  things  was 
brought  to  the  notice  of  parents  at  clinics  and  schools,  by  the 
Council  making  available  the  leaflet  prepared  by  the  Royal  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents. 


Smoking  and  Health 

During  the  year  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians, 
London,  on  smoking  in  relation  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  other 
diseases  was  published  showing  that  cigarette  smoking  is  a cause  of 
lung  cancer  and  bronchitis.  The  Urban  District  Council  were  willing 
to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  hiring  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  mobile 
exhibition  unit  for  the  general  public,  if  the  Local  Education 
Authority  would  make  use  of  it  in  schools,  youth  centres,  and 
technical  colleges  Unfortunately  the  Local  Education  Authority 
decided  not  to  make  use  of  this  publicity  in  Cornwall. 
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2.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

Personal  Health  Services 

The  following  Personal  Health  Services  are  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council 
and  are  administered  through  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub-Committee  on 
which  the  Urban  District  is  represented  by  four  members. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Section  22) 

Ante-Natal  Supervision  — Home  Delivery 

Women  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  supervised 
during  their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  and  the  domiciliary 
midwife.  Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care 
is  essential  if  complications  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health  in  later 
life  are  to  be  avoided.  Most  practices  in  the  Urban  District  hold 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  their  surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends. 

Hospital  Delivery 

Patients  who  have  booked  hospital  beds  attend  the  hospital  out- 
patients’ clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings  for  hospital 
confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
priority  groups  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons  and  unsuitable 
home  conditions.  Patients  who  have  been  accepted  for  hospital 
confinements  attend  the  hospital  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  but  continue  to 
be  supervised  at  home  by  their  family  doctors.  Mothers  and  babies 
are  normally  discharged  home  on  the  tenth  day  after  delivery  to  the 
care  of  the  Health  Visitor.  The  important  post-natal  examination 
which  every  mother  has  four  weeks  after  delivery  is  carried  out  by 
their  family  doctor. 

Health  education  is  available  for  all  mothers  in  the  Urban 
District  whether  having  a home  or  a hospital  delivery.

During  the  year  they  attended  193  confinements,  which  repre- 
sents 34%  of  the  total  births.  Last  year  350  expectant  mothers  had 
their  babies  in  hospital,  and  20  in  Nursing  Homes. 

15  cases  were  discharged  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  or 
Nursing  Home  to  the  care  of  the  domiciliary  midwife  prior  to  the 
tenth  day. 

280  sterilised  maternity  packs  were  issued  free  during  the  year.

General  Social  Worker  responsible 

for  advising  all  the  families  in  her  district  and  carries  out  the  full 
range  of  duties  in  the  Public  Health  and  School  Health  fields,  with 
the  exception  of  tuberculosis  visiting,  venereal  disease  contact  trac- 
ing, and  supervision  of  handicapped  persons.  These  latter  tasks 
being  allocated  to  specialist  workers. 


(d)  Home  Nursing  — Section  25

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({)  Ambulance  Service  — Section  2? 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
from  Tolvean  Depot  carries  out  all  normal  duties  ; at  nights  and  at 
weekends  cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crews  of  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigades  of  Redruth,  Illogan  and  Camborne,  using 
either  their  own  or  County  ambulances. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  con- 
trolled and  are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This 
frequently  has  enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to  direct  an  already 
moving  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  an  accident. 

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  — Section  28 

(1)  Nursing  Equipment 

Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after  care  are 
treated  by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor. 
Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans,  bed  rests,  air 
cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting,  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(2)  Hospital  — After  Care 

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases  with  the  hospital 
staff  at  Redruth  General  Hospital  and  Maternity  Unit  and  Barncoose 
Hospital.  Background  reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are 
made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and  advance  requests  are  made 
for  home  nursing,  home  help,  or  supervisory  visits  which  the  patient 
may  require  on  discharge. 

(3)  Welfare  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  two  Welfare  Officers  and  one  Family  Welfare  Worker  work 
in  Area  2.  The  Family  Welfare  Worker  devotes  her  time  to  problem 
families. 

(4)  Mental  Health 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1960,  two  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  provide  for  admission  to  hospital  of  all  mentally  ill  patients, 
and  mentally  subnormal  persons,  and  their  subsequent  after  care 
and  rehabilitation  in  the  community. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  — Section  29 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  91  cases  in  Camborne-Redruth 
were  being  served  by  a Home  Help.  There  were  125  new  cases  dur- 
ing the  year.  Throughout  the  year  the  equivalent  of  14  full  time 
Home  Helps  were  employed.

Disability  — 3 suffered  from  heart  disease,  16  from  fraility  of 
old  age,  2 from  ulcerated  legs,  2 from  asthma,  1 from  malnutrition, 
2 from  strokes,  1 1 from  chronic  illness,  2 from  cerebral  vascular 
degeneration,  1 from  upper  respiratory  infection,  2 from  arthritis, 
2 from  tendency  to  falls.  The  remaining  4 cases  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Health  Visitors. 
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Living  Alone- — 18  of  the  old  folk  lived  alone. 

Housing  — 30  of  the  cases  lived  in  terraced  houses  ; 5 in 
Council  houses  and  13  in  cottages.  No  recommendations  were  made 
for  rehousing. 

Assessment  of  Needs  — In  7 instances.  Health  Visitors  super- 
vision was  all  that  was  required.  18  cases  managed  satisfactorily 
with  neighbours’  or  relatives’  help.  It  was  necessary  to  provide 
Home  Help  for  15  cases,  the  District  Nurse  attended  8 cases. 

(1)  Chiropody

CAMBORNE-ILLOGAN  AREA. 

This  area  is  supplied  by  the  Camborne  Water  Company. 

The  rainfall  registered  at  the  Boswyn  Station  was  45.63  inches. 
This  amount  is  slightly  below  the  average  of  recent  years.  A constant 
supply  of  water  was  provided  throughout  the  year  and  no  restric- 
tions were  imposed.  The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  was 
373,000,000  gallons  which  is  an  increase  of  3,000,000  gallons  over 
the  previous  year.  There  was  several  weeks  of  hard  frost  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year  and  when  the  thaw  eventually  set  in  a con- 
siderable amount  of  water  was  lost  through  burst  pipes,  etc. 
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The  quantity  of  water  pumped  at  the  Penponds  Station  was 
180,000,000  gallons,  61,000,000  gallons  of  which  were  taken  from 
the  Barripper  stream. 

The  average  daily  consumption  was  1,024,000  gallons  giving  an 
average  per  head  of  population  of  approximately  41  gallons.  During 
the  year  100  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  points  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were 
reported  as  being  satisfactory. 

Main  extensions  carried  out  were  as  follows  : — 

Croft  Common  — Boleno we  1 , 1 09  yards  — 3"  main. 

Treslothan  Road,  Troon,  Stennack  700  yards  — 3"  main. 

Treswithian  Road,  Camborne- 

Treswithian  Downs  1 ,074  yards  — 3"  main. 

New  4"  mains  have  also  been  laid  in  Carnarthen  Street  and 
Stray  Park  Way  to  replace  the  old  3"  mains.  The  3"  main  at  the 
Tregurthen  Housing  Estate  has  also  been  extended. 

New  services  installed  during  the  year  numbered  164. 

The  estimated  number  of  houses  in  the  area  supplied  by  the 
Company  is  7,528  and  the  number  of  persons  residing  in  these 
houses  are  estimated  at  22,000.  All  these  properties  are  connected 
to  the  mains  except  five,  and  these  take  their  supply  from  a stand- 
pipe. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewage 

The  pumping  stations  at  Portreath  and  Penponds  continued 
normal  operations  during  the  year  and  the  following  quantities  of 
sewage  were  pumped  : — 

Portreath  46,660,000  gallons. 

Penponds  14,109,000  gallons. 

The  new  foul  sewer  to  the  Pool  industrial  site  was  completed 
during  1962  and  a large  bakery  was  the  first  building  to  be  con- 
nected. A large  surface  water  sewer  was  also  laid  from  the  industrial 
site  to  a stream  at  Shuffley  Bottoms. 

Preparational  work  on  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner  Sewerage 
Scheme  continued  throughout  the  year.  Early  in  the  year  under 
review  the  Council  was  informed  that  the  Ministry  were  not  pre- 
pared to  make  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  land  at 
Gwennap  in  which  it  was  proposed  to  construct  the  disposal  works. 
This  has  meant  that  other  suitable  land  has  had  to  be  sought, 
necessitating  the  resiting  of  part  of  the  trunk  sewers.  The  Ministry 
has  also  required  surface  water  to  be  kept  out  of  the  proposed  sew- 
age system,  utilising  the  existing  surface  water  system.  The  system 
whilst  quite  old  appears  reasonably  adequate,  but  it  has  been 
necessary  to  trace  drains,  conduits  and  ditches  in  various  parts  of 
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the  eastern  area,  so  that  details  of  the  system  can  be  put  on  paper. 
Field  work  in  connection  with  this  was  carried  out  jointly  by  the 
Surveyors’  Department  and  Public  Health  Department.  Major 
alterations  of  this  nature  necessitates  the  calculation  of  flow  sheets 
afresh  and  the  partial  redesigning  of  the  works.  These  are  the  mam 
reasons  which  have  prevented  the  early  commencement  of  the  works 
of  construction. 

Branch  sewers  are  being  constructed  in  various  parts  of  the 
area  in  connection  with  private  estates  of  dwellings.  The  work  is 
carried  out  by  the  estate  developers  and  as  soon  as  the  work  is 
carried  out  satisfactorily  the  Council  take  over  the  sewers  as  public 
sewers. 


Cesspool  and  Gully  Emptyings 

The  number  of  gullies  emptied  during  the  year  was  10,432  and 
the  number  of  cesspools  455.  In  1962  an  additional  gully  emptier 
was  purchased,  and  the  second  machine  was  used  solely  on  County 
road  gullies.  Gullies  on  County  roads  outside  the  Urban  Area  are 
now  cleansed  and  all  gullies  are  now  cleansed  at  more  frequent 
intervals.  Of  the  10,432  gully  emptyings  made,  6,131  were  on 
County  roads.

It  should  be  noted  that  1962  saw  an  increase  of  16,000  over  the 
kill  of  the  previous  year.  The  discrepancy  between  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  and  the  number  inspected  is  still  high.  Some 
12,500  animals  left  the  slaughterhouses  uninspected  during  the  year. 
Practically  all  these  animals  were  slaughtered  during  Saturday  after- 
noons and  Sundays.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  hours  or  days  of 
slaughtering  will  be  restricted  when  the  new  meat  regulations  come 
into  force.

This 
number  of  visits  is  reasonably  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  increased 
number  of  commitments  the  department  has  had  to  meet  during  the 
period  under  review.  The  general  standard  of  food  premises  in  the 
area  continues  to  improve  and  1 feel  that  the  discriminating  house- 
wife is  a direct  cause  of  much  of  the  general  improvements  in  the 
shops  themselves.  The  Health  Inspectors  must  be  responsible  for  the 
improvements  obtained  in  the  store  and  preparation  rooms  at  the 
rear  of  the  shops.

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

(a)  The  total  number  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  1962 
was  197  compared  with  1,102  in  1961.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of  measles. 

Dysentery 

Cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  sporadically  throughout  the 
year,  these  cases  were  mild.  In  roughly  three  year  cycles  small 
epidemics  of  this  disease  pass  through  the  community.  The  simple 
and  effective  barrier  against  this  gastro-intestinal  disease  is  scrupu- 
lous cleanliness  of  the  hands  of  food  preparers,  whether  in  the  home 
or  the  trade. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Camborne-Redruth  mothers  confined  in  hospital 
and  developing  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  21.  No  cases  occurred  in 
domiciliary  confinements. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  the  whole  of  the  County. 
1,680  hospital  births  were  notified  and  78  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
occurred.  This  gives  an  incidence  of  46  cases  per  1,000  births  in 
hospital  practice. 

(b)  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

10  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  through- 
out the  year,  giving  a case  incidence  of  0.28  per  1,000  population. 

49  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were  investigated,  giving 
a contact  rate  of  five  persons  per  notified  case.  The  table  below 
shows  the  type  of  contact  investigated  and  the  refusals.

10  new  pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified 
in  1962.

7 
pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  length  of  stay  in 
hospital  varied  from  3 weeks  to  2 months.
